| To Show Deficit, 
Says Budget Head

Increased Expenditures, 
With Prospective Drop 
in Revenue, To Cause 
$94,279,346 Shortage. 


BUREAU ACTIVITIES 
PROVE EXPENSIVE 


First Time Such Condi- 
tion Has Been Reported 
in U. S. Finances Since 
War. 


Washington, August 26.—(?)—A 
treasury deficit of $94,279,546 for this 
jiscal year is estimated in the annual 
report of Director Lord of the budget 
ynade public today. 

It is the first time since the war 
the government’s estimators have defi- 
nitely forecast a deficit in their an- 
nual reports and they base their con- 
tention on an increase in prospec- 
tive government expenditures, due to 
increased activities of bureaus during 
the fiscal year 1929 and to a prospec- 
tive decrease in revenue. 

This switch in estimates has convert- 
ed the estimated surplus of $252,540,- 
» 283 figured on when the 1929 budget 
first was fixed into the deficit. The 
deficit estimate was arrived at by cal- 
culations made in June. 

In estimating the cost of operating 
the government for the year Decem- 
ber 5, 1927, the bureau placed the 
total of probable expenditures at $3,- 
556,957,031. The estimate made 
June 30, however, set probable expen- 
ditures at $3,801,780,922 and the 
probable receipts at $3,707,501,576. 

June 30 Estimate. 

The June 30 estimate of probable 
revenues was $101,995.738 less than 
that made last December. Customs 
receipts in the last estimate were 
placed at $587,000,000, a decrease of 
$15.000,000 over the December esti- 
wate, while the internal revenue re- 
ceipts were set at $2.590,000.000, a 
decrease of $115,545,000. The col- 
Jections from miscellaneous taxes in 
the last estimate were set at $530,- 
501,576, an increase of $28,549,262 
over the previous estimate: 

The budget submitted to congress 
in 1928 for 1929 called for total ap- 
‘ propriations of $3,505.793,765 and 
supplemental estimates brought it up 
to $3,569,589,295. Congress appropri- 
ated a total of $3,565,033,922. 

The new estimates show an increase 
of $137,109.530 in the general expen- 
ditures ; $44,779,000 in postal defi- 
ciency; $10,000 for the Panama ca- 
nal; $27,300,000 for the _ shipping 
board; $13,015,000 for the govern- 
ment life insurance fund, and $25,- 
500,000 for the alien property funds. 

Difference in Estimates. 

At the fifteenth annual meeting of 
the business organization of the gov- 
ernment on last June 11, President 
Coolidge referred to the difference in 
the December and June estimates and 
expressed the hope that despite the 
indicated deficit officials of the gov- 
ernment would exercise such care in 
their yarious expenditures that it 
would be turned into a surplus be- 
fore the end of the year. This gov- 
ernment, the president told the meet- 
sing, was committed to the policy of 
mn balanced budget and he was posi- 
tive in go ory Bagel other officials 
jhat there must no deficit. 

The report of the budget director 
contained detailed accounts of sav- 
fngs effected by various bureaus and 
departments through the inauguration 
of an economy program. During the 
Jast year, the report says, savings ef- 
fected through the inter-departmental 
coordinating service alone amounted 
to $1,641.563.

SMITH RELAXES 
IN SUNDAY QUIET 
OF JERSEY COAST 


After Wild Demonstra-

Peaceful Recreation. 


Spring Rake, N. J., August 26.—(/) 
Like thousands who had come to the 
New Jersey coast for the week-end, 
Governor Smith banished cares from 
his mind today and sought recreation 
and rest. ; 

In striking contrast to yesterday’s 
uproarious demonstration for him at 
nearby Seagirt, the democratic presi- 
dential nominee’s Sunday was spent 
quietly. Attendance at church, a 
swim, a round of golf and dinner with 
friends made up his program for the 
day. , 
No Trace of Fatigue. 

Showing no trace of fatigue after 
the political rally at Seagirt where 


thousands yesterday cheered him and 
sought to grasp his hand, the gov- 
ernor, with his family, attended 11 
o'clock services at St. Catherine’s 
church here. The mass was celebrated 
by the Right Rev. Daniel Curley, 
bishop of Syracuse, who is spending 
his vacation at the shore, and the 
church was crowded with many being 
unable to gain admittance, 

Later, for a while, the nominee sat 
on the porch at the Monmouth hotel, 
overlooking the sea, and it was there 
that he held his daily conference with 
newspaperimen, 

After a plunge in the pool at the 
bathing and tennis club a few blocks 
from the hotel, he went to Deal for 
golf, playing with William F. Kenny, 
of New York, against James J. Rior- 
dan, of New York and Magor Frank 
Hague, of Jersey City. 

Motors to Monmouth Beach. 

Later in the day, the nominee mo- 
tored with Mrs. Smith to Monmouth 
beach for dinner with Mr: and Mrs. 


Lewis Nixon. Reminding newspaper- 
men that Mr. Nixon was formerly a 
member of the New York Public Serv- 
icé commission, the governor recalled 
also that as a ship builder, he had 
constructed the Oregon Which’ made 
a name foreitself during the Spanish 
war. 

“Here’s a little Sunday morning les- 
son in geography,” he remarked, as he 
recalled that the Oregon made a rec- 
ordbreaking run from San Francisco 
around Cape Horn to Havana. 

“Wasn't it to Santiago, governor?” 
a reporter inquired. 

“Oh, well, a little detail like that 
doesn’t matter much,” was the come- 
back. 

Not Scared by Runaway. 

The presidential nominee made no 
comment on yesterday’s democratic 
rally at Seagirt aside from saying that 
it had not tired him out and that he 
had felt in no danger when the horses 
drawing the tallyho from which he 


was greeted by the crowd swerved to 
avoid collision with the bolting horse 


fof one of the cavalrymen who passed 
iin review. 


Governor Smith intends to return 
by motor to New York tomorrow. 
While there he is expected to resume 
conferences with his political man- 
agers and perhaps arrive at some con- 
clusion as to his speech making itin- 
erary. 

His next engagements are in Syra- 
ecuse where he plans to deliver two 
non-political speeches—one at the an- 
nual farm dinner to be given Wednes- 
day evening by Jerome D. Barnum, 
publisher of The Syracuse Post-Stand- 
ard, and the other the next day at the 
New York state fair. If the weather 
is unfavorable he may call off his 
fair address, as he is unwilling to tax 
his throat under unfavorable condi- 
tions. 

While he is in Syracuse Thursday 
the democratic state committee will 
meet there to select a successor to 
Lieutenant Governor Corning who has 
resigned as chairman on account of 
illness. 

Governor Smith said today that he 
was not certain whether he would be 
able to attend the democratic conven- 
tion at Rochester early in October 
when a state ticket will be named, 
but thought his itinerary which is be- 
ing shaped up by managers in New 
York, would permit him to be there.

NO TRACE FOUND

Leaders of Baptist Con- 
vention and of Mission 
Board Are Gathering 
Here for Search. 


Five Georgians, two of them of 
prominence, who have been missing 
unexplainedly from their homes for 
varying periods of time, were the ob- 
jects Sunday night of urgent inquiries 
by families and friends seeking. to 
learn their whereabouts, 

They are: 

C. S. Carnes, Atlanta business man 
and treasurer of the home mission 
board of the Southern Baptist con- 


vention. 

J. D. Ellington, well known busi- 
ness man of Thomaston. 

Captain A. H. Harrington, of 
Thomasville, his wife and their 10- 


month-old baby. 

Anxiety for the safety of all was 
expressed. ; 
Carnes Disappears. 

Mr. Carnes disappeared the after- 
noon of August 15 after telephoning 
his chauffeur to notify his wife that 
he had been ealled to Raleigh, N. C., 
on a business trip. After five days 
had passed without word from him. 
members of his family communicated 
with places in the North Carolina 
city and points farther east, where 
it was considered likely that he 
might have gone, but their efforts to 
find trace of him so far have been 
without avail. 

Fears that he might have met with 
an accident, or possibly foul play, 
were expressed by the home mission 
hoard in formally asking the aid of 
the press and public in locating him. 

Baptist Leaders Here. 

In the meantime leaders of the 
Southern Baptist convention and of 
the home mission board are gather- 
ing in Atlanta to lend what aid they 
can to the search for Mr, Carnes. 

Dr.. George Truitt, of. Texas, presi- 
dent of the Southern Baptist conven- 
tion, who is now in Lynchburg, Va., 
has been notified of the disappearance 
and will arrive n Atlanta within the 
next few days. Dr. Austin Crouch, 
of Nashville, Tenn.,. executive secre- 
tary of the convention, arrived Sun- 
day. Dr. L. R. Christie, of Atlanta. 
president of the home mission board 
of the convention, who has been on a 
vacation in Virginia, will arrive to- 
day. Dr. W. H. Major, of Atlanta, 
recording secretary of the mission 
board, who is in Tennessee, is expect- 
ed today. 

Auditors are now at work on the 
treasurer's books and a report is ex- 
pected soon. 

Search for Ellington. 

Authorities of several states have 
been called on by relatives of Mr. El- 
lington to assist in finding him. He 
left his home at Thomaston Monday, 
ostensibly for a business trip to At- 
lanta, but diligent inquiries have fail- 
ed, his family said, to reveal a trace 
of him since he boarded a train at

BELIEVED DYING 


Police Investigating 
Story Victim Knocked 
Hold-Up Man _ Uncon- 
scious After Robbery. 


While Earl Fe':'dge, of 220 Luckie 
street, was at Grady hospital late 
Sunday night, near death, as the re- 
sult of a badly fractured skull, police 
were holding T. K. Florence, of 
945 1-2 Bankhead avenue, pending in- 
vestigation of his story that Felridge 
was injured after an attempted hold- 
up Sunday. 

Florence claims that he was walk- 
ing along Spring street, near Walton, 
about 2 o'clock in the morning, when 
Felridge stopped him and ordered him 
to hand over his money. After re- 
linquishing $7 to Felridge, Florence 
claims that he _ struck the alleged 
bandit with his fist and the man fell, 
hitting his head on the curb. He 
was knocked unconscious in the fall. 

Patrolman E. N. Miller then ap- 
peared on the scene and, seeing the 
unconscious form of Felridge, placed 
Florence under arrest. After taking 
the victim to the hospital Miller took 
Florence to the police station, where 
he explained the affair. 


Florence denied knowing Felridge, 
who remained unidentified at Grady 
hospital until late Sunday afternoon, 
when J. W. Camp, who claims to 
a room mate of Felridge, identified 
him. Florence stated that Felridge 
did not have a gun but merely de- 
manded the money without displaying 
any weapon.

GEORGE HILL RESCUES 5-YEAR-OLD BOY es 


Pneumonia 


Even after a heroic rescue from 
drowning in the Grant park pool Sun- 
day morning death may be the fate of 
Howard Mullinax, five-year-old son 
of Mr. and Mrs. V. M. Mullinax, of 
850 South Boulevard. 

Snatched in the nick of time from 
a watery grave Sunday by the horoic 
action of George B. Hill, city engi- 


neer,. of 433 West Ontario «avenue, 
Howard late Sunday night lay tossing 
in the throes of contracted bronchial 
pneumonia while physicians held 
grave fears for his recovery. 
Venturing forth early Sunday with 
a companion, Charles Howell, two, 
son of Mrs. J. R. Newman, of the 
same address, on one of those little 
tours away from mother’s skirts. 
Howard and his tiny comrade found 


their way to the Grant park pool. 
An elderly woman, sitting some 50 


yards away, was the only witness as} 


the two boys, hand in hand, trudged 
along the edge of the water, Howard 
suddenly slipped and plunged into the 
pool. 


Cries of the woman and the small 
boy brought Mr. Hill and H. C. King, 
locomotive inspector for the inter- 
state commerce commission, rushing 
to the scene. Stripping off his coat 
and shoes, Mr. Hill dived into the 
lake, and after a few breathless mo- 


ments while the trio of spectators 
waited in suspense, he reappeared on 
the surface with the limp form of the 
boy. 

Resuscitation methods applied by 
Mr. Hill and Mr. King soon restored 
eonsciousness and the boy was placed 
in the anxious arms of his mother, 
who, in the meantime, had become 
alarmed and instituted a search for 
her son. 

Late Sunday afternoon, Howard de- 
veloped what appeared to be an un- 
usually severe cold. Brought to Grady 
hospital, doctors pronounced the boy 
ill with bronchial pneumonia. He had 
been operated on for the removal of 
— and tonsils only last Tues- 
day. 

And into the night Sunday, anxious 
faces, waiting over the boy’s bedside, 
were drawn with the fear that death 
might be the end of his first youthful 
adventure.

Congressional Committee 
To Meet in Cleveland; 
Atlanta Prison Will Be 
Visited Later. 


New York, August 26.—(/)—A 
congressional committee created under 
the Boylan resolution to investigate 
federal, state, county and municipal 
prisons housing federal prisoners, will 
meet tomorrow at Cleveland, Ohio, 
Representative John Boylan (demo- 
crat, New York), announced today. 

The investigation is the first in- 
quiry into federal prisons to be con- 
ducted by a congressional committee 
in 40 years, he said. The committee 
will inspect Cuyahoga county jail, 
then go to Columbus to visit the Ohio 
state penitentiary. The federal re- 
formatory at Chillicothe and the wo- 
men’s reformatory at Anderson, W. 
Va., also will be inspected. 

The group is empowered to examine 

the housing, food, work and other 
phases of prison routine. Later the 
federal prisons at Atlanta. Ga., Leav- 
enworth, Kans., and McNeil Island, 
Wash., will be inspected. 
_ Besides Mr, Boylan, the committee 
includes Representatives Cooper, of 
Ohio; Kopp, of Iowa; Tabor, of New 
York, and Bell, of Georgia. 


Announcement that a probe of the 


Atlanta federal prison would be made 
and that sensational developments 
were expected, -was made in an ex- 
clusive story in The Constitution car- 
ried several weeks ago. 

The committee was appointed for 
the general purpose of inspecting 
housing, food, work and other phases 
of prison routine, but has authority 
to delve into any complaints made as 
to management. 

It is understood that a numer of 
complaints will be made as to alleged 
favoritism at the prison in regard to 
assignment of work and in connection 
with the granting of paroles. A num- 
ber of former prisoners may be sum- 
moned to testify. Congressman Thom- 
as M. Bell, of the ninth Georgia dis- 
trict, has announced that any charges 


made will be investigated thoroughly.

‘> FAMOUS STAR WRITES VIEWS ON NOISE FILMS 


Says Sills

Burbank, Calif., August 26.—The 
secret of success of the story, the 
drama and the motion picture is that 
the most interesting thing in the world 
to human beings is the behavior of 
human beings. 

Some years ago a new medium of 
expression was discovered for telling 
of this behavior—the motion picture. 
It appealed predominantly to the eye. 


While this was advantageous from 
an artistic point of view, in that it 
compelled development of a very sen- 
sitive art of facial pantomine, it had 
its serious limitations. The most char- 
acteristic behavior of the human ani- 
mal—the type of behavior that differ- 
entiates him from all other animals— 
takes the form of speech. 

Now, that vast field begins to open 
up to the motion picture. No longer 
will writer and actor be restricted to 
the more primitive expression of hu- 
man thought and feeling—the entire 
range of idea and emotion will be open 
to them. 

This sounds as if the talking pic- 
ture were here, and it is still crude, 
still groping, but a formidable and im- 
posing fact. ‘The public has had a 
taste and with its fickle greed for 
novelty now demands more and in 
more adequate form. The change is 
inevitable. There can be no turning 
back. 

Just when the scenario form had 


| apparently crystallized, came this shat- 


tering blow of audible speech. No 
longer can we use the convenient 
spoken title—written by a film editor 
after the picture is complete—fo 
cover a multitude of literary and di- 
rectorial sins. After thought will no 
longer do—forethonght must provide 
brilliant and succinct dialogue, and 
careful preparation of manuscript. 
Painstaking rehearsal of actors will 


be necessary. 

Actor and director alike will be 
compelled to undergo a longer and 
more arduous apprenticeship in_ the 
school of spoken drama. Greater in- 
telligence, more strenuous study will 
be essential. And all in all, a more 
exigent and interesting art should 
evolve. 

All this cannot be expected in a 
day—even in this age of breath-taking 
change and evolution. The thing must 
insinuate itself gradually. 

The most alarming thing on the 
horizon is the production of a num- 
ber of hasty and poorly executed talk- 
ing pictures, which after the first 
flush of novelty has worn off, will 
leave the public disgusted and disil- 
lusioned. This will be an easy and 
expeditious way of killing the golden 
goose. It is all too likely to happen 


the talking film. 

If the talking picture gets off on the 
right foot, with the right scientific 
and artistic preparation in mechanical 
apparatus gnd creative talent, it is 
certain of ®normous success. It will 
save an industry that even now is 


showing signs of senility.

REPORTS PUZZLE 
LONDON OFFICIALS. 

London, August 26.— (United 
News.)—Reports printed in America 
concerning the existence of an al- 
leged sensational letter from Sir 
Austen Chamberlain to M. Briand re- 
lative to the Anglo-French naval 
agreement, have been completely 
puzzling to well-informed sources here. 

The reports credited the letter with 
revealing an agreement amounting to 
a naval alliance. between France and 
Great Britain. Both French and 
British foreign office officials denied 
knowledge of the existence of such a 
letter. 

Coupled with this denial was the 
fact that neither Chamberlain nor 
Briand had commented on the report, 
increasing the confusion. : 

Official reaction to the latest de- 
velopments in the case were unavail- 
able Sunday but the Sunday Times 
diplomatic correspondents said “in of- 
ficial Londan and official Paris the 
idea of any anti-American orientation 
is regarded as unthinkable. Any naval 
compromise in Europe aimed against 
the United States would be folly of 
the first water.”

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ARE SAFEGUARDED 


‘Councilman White Ar- 
ranges for Lease on All 


Recreation Centers in 
Event Step Is Needed. 


Councilmen John A. White, chair- 
man of the park committee of city 
council, Sunday issued a statement in 
which he declared that he had made 
arrangements to lease all tracts pur- 
chased recently for park purposes, 
with the exception of the Perkerson 
tract, in the event any action were 
taken in court with a view to invali- 
dating purchases on the grounds of il- 
legal action by city council. 

His statement is as follows: 


“Atlanta’s park system is safe and 
the people need not become alarmed 
over rumors of court procedure to 
invalidate the properties purchased 
for park purposes. It is true, techni- 
cally speaking, that these purchases 
and over 30 per cent of the measures 
passed by council are illegal. It is 
also true of the county, and the state 
legislature, but we would never get 
anywhere unless we. proceed along 
these lines. 

Many Purchases Illegal. 

“A. J. Orme, an outstanding busi- 
ness man, and former councilman 
from the eighth ward, made the state- 
ment on the floor of city council last 
January, that the auditorium was 
built illegally, that when Asa G. Cand- 
ler, Sr., was mayor, the city illegally 
borrowed the money to purchase water 
pumps and that when Robert F. Mad- 
dox was mayor he loaned the city the 
money to purchase the present city 
hall for $75,000 and now valued at 
$1,000,000. If council then had not 
concurred in these acts, the city would 
have been going backwards.

A slice of the world’s opinon to- 
ward the treaty would show layers 
of froth, hope, skepticism, indifference 
and antagonism. The same variety

ments, 

All signatories have apparently 
agreed without formal discussion that, 
while they firmly resolve not to fight 
any more, it would be better to keep 
a little armament on hand for emer- 
gencies. The war habit is an old one. 

Divergent Views. 

One highly significant fact has been 
brought into relief by discussion of 
the treaty; and that is the cleavage 
between the public and official view- 
points in all countries. The public, 
which is:more inclined to remember 
the 10,000,000 war dead, is predomi- 
nantly hopeful; officialdom, concern- 
ed with policies, past, present and fu- 
ture, is skeptical. 

Secretary Kellogg has reaffirmed 
his determination not to discuss any- 
thing in Paris but the treaty. For- 


eign Minister Chamberlain is prepar- | 


ing to leave for a vacation in Cali- 
fornia. Foreign Minister Stresemann 
has announced that he will not go to 
Geneva for the council and assembly; 
meetings of this week and next. 

Chancellor Mueller will take Ger- 
many’s delegation to Geneva and will 
probably attempt to raise questions 
affecting reparations and the Rhine- 
land occupation.

Padlock Plan 
May Be Used 
OnWetHomes 


Federal Dry Forces 
Drastic Step in Minne- 
apolis Court. 


Minneapolis, Minn., August 26,—(/) 
Bootleggers in the Twin Cities today 
faced a new threat—the padlocking 
by the federal government of homes 
where the liquor law is violated. 

Because padlocking activities of the 
United States district attorney's of- 
fice and the prohibition department 
have closed several hundred soft drink 
bars and driven bootleggers to homes 
and apartments to vend liquor, an 
abatement drive against the residences 
has been instituted in the Twin Cities. 

Applications for injunctions to close 
26 homes in St. Paul and Minneapolis 
for a year were filed in federal courts 
by J. H. 8S. Gifford, assistant United 


States district attorney. Ten are in 
St. Paul and 16 in Minneapolis. 

“The procedure against the homes 
is not new,” Gifford said, “but the 
drive has been made necessary by the 
hiatus of bootleggers from soft drink 
bars, stores and like places to houses 
and apartments. 

“The home gives the added advan- 
tage to the liquor vending business be- 
cause of the presence of women and 
children. The offenders hide behind 
them and attempt to cloud the issue 
and obtain leniency whereas in a soft 
drink bar, the case would be a clear 
eut one of law violation, without 
mitigating circumstances. 

“We do not intend to be unduly 
harsh, but we do want landlords to 
be. certain that their property is net 
being used for law violations.” , 

Gifford said that in cases where 
landlords are unaware of the illicit 
business carried on. they could be of- 
fered the option of closing the build- 
ing or of placing a $1, bond that 
there would be no further violations 
on the premises. 

Evidence against the 26 homes was 
obtained in raids and showed sales 
of liquor, possession for sale or main- 
tenance of a liquor nuisance. 

“The prohibition law makes no dis- 
tinction between a man’s home and 
his place of business,” Gifford said.

KELLOGG IS GIVEN 
CREDIT FOR VICTORY 


Agreement Renouncing 
War, Result of Long Ef- 
fort, Open for All Na- 
tions To Sign. 


Fifth Peace Pact. 


Paris, August 26.—(#)—The 
Kellogg pact, which is to be 
signed by 15 nations tomorrow, 
is the fifth solemn agreement of 
the kind that has been signed in 
the past six years. 

At Genoa, in May, 1922, 30 
nations adopted a_ resolution 
whereby they undertook not to 
commit aggressions upon one an- 
other. 

At Geneva, in September, 
1924, the assembly of the League 
of Nations adopted a protocol 
which bound the members to sub- 
stitute arbitration for violence 
in the settlement of disputes. 

At Locarno, in 1925, France, 
Belgium, and Germany signed a 
pact which bound them never to 
make war upon one another, but 
settle their controversies by ar- 
bitration. 

At Havana, in 1927, the Pan- 
American congress adopted a res- 
olution to taboo war as a means 
of furthering national policy. 


Paris, August 26.—(#)—The stage 
is in readiness for the momentous 
ceremony tomorrow which will link 
for all time the names of Frank RB. 
Kellogg and Aristide Briand with ef- 
forts to put to an end armed conflicts 
between nations. 

Lord Cushendun, the British dele- 
gate and Foreign Minister Strese- 
mann, of Germany, arrived this after- 
noon completing the list of actors 
who will appear on the <nternational 
stage and affix their signatures to a 
document renouncing war—a _ docu< 
ment which is the product of long and 
tedious labor by the American secre- 
tary of state and the veteran French 
minister of foreign affairs. 

The arrival of Herr Stresemann, 
who was greeted with great deterence 
at the north station, brought the sig- 
nificance of the anti-war pact to the 


attention of the French people with 
great force. He is the first member 
of the German cabinet to enter the 
city of Paris in 57 years. Two wars 
have been waged between France and 
Germany since that time and despite 
improved relations between the former 
enemies, his presence here, it is 
thought, would still be inopportune 
had not Kellogg and Briand furnished 
a fitting occasion. Herr Stresemann 
himself expressed this sentiment, de- 
claring: 
Stresemann Comments. 
“The fact that this pact is to be 


signed in Paris and that I have the | 


honor of affixing to it the first signa- 
ture in the name of Germany give it 
symbolic value. It is a new step of 
great importance in bringing together 
France and Germany.” 

The German foreign minister's mis- 
sion here, it is authoritatively learned, 
will be limited to the signature of the 
pact. There will be no talk of evacua- 
tion of the Rhineland or of a revision 
of reparations. It is the opinion in 
French government circles that discus- 
sion of these important questions re- 
quires careful preparation and that 
it ought not to be connected with or 
subordinated to any other question. 
Moreover, the diplomatic protocol is 
regarded here as precluding the open- 
ing of negotiations between signers 
of the peace pact on any other ques- 


tion. 
Moral Effect of Pact. 

The desire is to bring out in all its 
force the moral effect of the pact 
against war and Herr Stresemann’s 
presence is regarded as helping great- 
ly to that end. This also is the rea- 
son why in a confirmed republic tu- 
morrow’s ceremony will take on the 
pomp of regal functions with ushers 
closely resembling royal minions in 
their dress and their employ. 

The stage properties for the memor- 
able scene have been carefully chosen 
to the same end and the pact will be 
signed by Kellogg’s massive pen which 
is new and modern. But, however,

CANADIAN RADIO 
STATIONS SUFFER 


BY MARTIN CODEL. 
(Copyright, 1928, by ‘North American News- 
paper Alliance.) 

Washington, August 26.—Reduce 
the powers of the high-power broad- 
casting stations in the United States 
and an instantaneous howl will arise 


from Canadian listeners. 

That's the word brought to Wash- 
ington by a highly qualified observer 
who is close to Canada’s moot radio 
problem. Much as Canada dislikes to 
admit it, the programs that emanate 
from American stations are among the 
most popular of those received regu- 
larly -by many of the 500,000 owners 
of sets in the Dominion. 

The same authority is responsible for 
the report that many of Canada’s 
eighty broadcasting stations are near 
impoverishment, leading to a growing 
belief in that country that the gov- 
ernment should take over the stations 
and operate them as a government 
controlled monopoly, like the British 
Broadcasting company’s system. 

The Canadian government is quite 
averse to what it regards as fhe 
“Americanization” of Canada’s radio 
audience; hence its eagerness to de- 
velop a stronger broadcasting system 
of its own. 

There can be no protective tariff 
on the traffic carried by the ether 
channels, and the advertising of Amer- 
ican products via the radio, although 
chiefly indirect, is resented in some 
quarters. There is no immediate 
thought of regulation by a radio com- 
mission in Canada, as recent reports 
have indicated. 

The reports gained circulation be- 
cause of the adoption of the plan of 
the Hon. P. J. R. Cardin, minister of 
marine, to appoint three men to study 
Canada’s broatcasting problem and 
make recommendations to parliament. 
The commission will probably visit the 
United States and Great Britain in 
the course of its investigations. 


Federal radio officials were consid- 
erably exercised by the apparent hoax 
perpetrated by a radio operator some- 
where who sent out the messages pur- 
porting to come from the Greenland 
fliers and reporting them safe near 
New Foundland. 

The American Radio Relay league, 
the organization of the vast army of 
amateurs, has offered a reward for 
the detection of the source of the fake 
signals, If it was an amateur, he 
will be dismissed summarily from the 
league in disgrace for his grim sense 
of humor, and there is no doubt that 
his license will be revoked by the gov- 
ernment,

ANIMAL, SAYS REPORT 


Simla, India, August 26.—The tiger 
was the°most deadly animal, accord- 
ing to the record of deaths caused by 
wild animals in India last year. The 
tiger was responsible for 1,033 deaths; 
wolves were next with 465, and leop- 


ards third, with 218. Snakes, how- 
ever, killed more than 1,900 persons.
